grievances Which the commission in: 
quired juto were: First, that a vendor 
of grain was subjected to an unfair 
and excessive do kug- of his grain at 


ithe time of sale. Second, that doubts 


existed as to the furroces of weights al- 
lowed or used by owners of elevators. 
Third, that owners «f elevators enjoyed 
& monopoly in the purchase of grain by 


refusing to permit the erection of flat} 


Warebouses Where standard elewatc ra 
are aituated, and were able to keep the 
price of grain below its true value, to 
their own benefit and the disadvantage 
of others who were especially interest: 
ed in the grain trade, and of the public 
penerally. Atall the meetings par- 
ties were present Who were interested 
on both sides, Iu regard to elevators, 
the report says: ‘‘We do not desire in 
any way to censure elevator owners o1 
employees as a body Jut it is reason. 
able to believe that wh re there are so 
many elevators there will be em- 
ployees who will take advantage of the 
farmers if it is in their power to do so 
It seems tous, that apart from any 
abuse of the power given by the eleva- 
tor system, it is unfairto reqaire a 
farmer to pay to have his grain passed 
through an elevator s> long ax either 
by loading direct on cars, or by the use 
of # flat ware bouse such as recom. 
mended in this re;ort, he can save or 
decrease that expense, "' 

The report goes on to say that grades 
and weights shou'd be made compul. 
sory by law where the identity of the 
grain is not preserved by the elevators 
Where employees do appear to have 
dealt unfairly with the farmers, the 
elevator owners did) wot protit thereby, 
Elevater and warehouse owners and 
operators should be compelled to give 
security for the proper performance of 
their duties The warehouse commis 
siovers are recommended to be given 
power to deal with shrinkages, 

It further goes on to say that so long 
as any farmer is hampered or hindered 
from himseif shippi:g to a terminal 
market, he will be more or less at the 
mercy of elevator operators, Daiscont 
ent op this point is very serious, and 
Without further discussion the causes 
giving rise to such, this discontent 
seems tO us an inevitable result of the 
restrictions under which farmers have 
been laboring inthe marketing of their 
grain. We consider that to remove 
this trouble the law sheuld require all 
railroads to furnish cars to farmers for 
the shipping of their own grain, and 
should allow the establi-hment at ship 
ping points, if required, of flat ware- 
houses, under proper regulations, by 
means of which ua farmer who cannot 
convenl itly load on cars direct, can, 
for a comparatively small sam, obtain 
for @ limited number of days the use o| 
a bin of the capacity of acarload. He 
can then transfer his grain to this bin 
uotil he accumulates a carload, to be 
then at once shipped. Furnishing cars 
to farmers should be given as a legal 
right, and not as a privilege. The re 
port slso recommends the erection of 
loading platforms free of charge

AMENDING RAILWAY ACT. 


“tops Tekew te Stegre Government Cone 
trol} Kettle River Matlwoey Bilt 

Ottawa, April 6 —In the hoase yes. 
terday Mr Hiair, minister of railways, 
introdoced @ bill to amend the ra:lwav 
act [i provides that street and elec: 
tric ralwavs are exempted from the 
operation of the railway act. Another 
clause is that @ railway which bas re- 
ceived aid from the Dominion may be 
compelled to locate stations at points 
which the railway committee of the 
privy council may decive, “his is to 
prevent coup nies exploiting townsites 
and sidetracking existing towns. It is 
also provided that one set of uniform 
working rules should be adopted by all 
railways in the Dominion. I[t is also 
provided in certain cases for the seques- 
tration of railways, if a company has 
been in receipt of aid trom one of the 
provinces and has operated part of its 
line, but does not choose to operate all 
of it, and the non op ration of wh ch is 
a great detriment to that part of the 
country. 

Mr. Sutherland said that the number 
of immigraats brought into Canada in 
IS97 was 19,504 (ont of total of 20,016 
Immigrants, 712 0f whom came fiom 
United States.) In IS98, 22,781 (out 
of a total of 31,900 immigrants, 9,119 
of whom came from the United States), 
and in 1S%9, 32,598 (ont of a total of 
44,£43 immigrants, 11,945 of whom 
came from the United States.)

Britain.’’
